Missionaries Searching for 
Miss Stone’s Captors. 


OVER BLIND MOUNTAIN PATHS 


BANDITS MOVE THEIR QUARTERS 
FROM TIME TO TIME. 


Even After the Kidnapers Have Been 
Found Negotiations for the Re- 
lease of the Captives’ May 
Be Prolcnged. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 19.—Neither W. 
W. Peet, treasurer of the American Bibble 
House, nor Spencer Eddy, secretary of the 
United States legation, had received any 
news up to noon today from the mission- 
aries who are searching for the brigands 
who kidnaped Miss Ellen M. Stone and her 
companion, Mme. Tsilka. 

Messrs: Peet and Eddy had a long confer- 
ence today as to the advisability of rein- 
forcing the searchers, but decided that the 
present arrangements sufficed. 
Consul-General Dickfson remains at So 
fia, and will operate from there until the 
liberation of Miss Stone is accomplished. 
The difficult nature of the country handi- 
caps the searchers, and heavy rains have 
increased the difficulty of traversing the 
paths, which are the only means of access 
to the hiding. places of the bandits in the 
rugged mountain range. 


Thick mists generally envelop the region in 
autumn, preventing even experienced moun- 
taineers from traveling. ; 

Early in the week one of the missionary 
searchers actually located the band, and 
was approaching their retreat when the 
brigands, apparently fearing the approach 
of troops, shifted their quarters and track 
of them was again lost.

BEGAN OPERATIONS FORTY 
YEARS AGO.

Gave Andrew Carnegie His Start and 
Refused a Golden Opportunity 
Offered by Rockefeller. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 19}—Vain efforts of the 
liquidating trustees of the Columbia Oil 
Co. to find about 40 stockholders who are 
entitled to dividends dating back to 1878, 
and amounting to several thousand dollars, 
represents the last moments of the most 
famous and prosperous oil company in the 
history of the country. It was in this 
company that Andrew Carnegie made his 
first important start in life, securing almost 
half a muilion dollars, and it was to this 
company that John D. Rockefeller made 
his first proposition with respect to gfin- 
ing. This Rockefeller scheme which was 
rejected, developed into the Standard Oil 
Co. of the present day. 

The Columbia Oil Co. has been exper- 
iencing its decline since March, 1877. It 
has been operating indifferently since that 
time, but the bulk of the fortunes it made 
were drawn from the ground when the 
petroleum industry was in its infancy. In 
the effort to wind up the affairs of the com- 
pany Thomas N. Miller, who induced Mr. 
Carnegie to go into the iron business and 


who is still a stockholder, nae 6 ye as 
secretary, with Charles R. Fenderich, presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Exchange Savings 
Bank, as treasurer, to close up the com- 
pany’s business. 
About 40 stockholders were found to have 
neglected to draw dividends at various 
periods between 1878 and 1898, and the liq- 
uidating officers are trying to locate them 
so that they can be paid. 
The Columbia Oil Co., which has paid in 
dividends since its organization $4,300,000, 
was formed in 1861 in the early days of the 
oll excitement by David Ritchey, August 
Hartje, William Coleman and a number of 
lan ain who were afterwards promi- 
ent. 
The company purchased the Storey farm 
on Oll Creek, about 20 miles above Frank- 
lin, for $20,000 and struck oil, capitalizing 
the venture at $200,000. Andrew Carnegie in 
June, 1862, was induced by William Cole- 
man to buy 600 shares of the stock at $6.37 
a share. He was then superintendent of 
the Pittsburg division of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and a little later persuaded T. N. 
Miller, then auditor of the Ft. Wayne, to 
take 100 shares from him at the same price. |

for $3722, the price of the stock, his plan

Filipino Central Committee Offer Sug- 
gestions From Hong Kong to Bring 
About Settlement of War.

HONG KONG, CHINA, Oct. 19.—The dis- 
satisfaction caused by the administration 
of affairs in the Philippine Islands has 
been increasing in the past three months. 
To this growth of unfavorable popular 
sentiment is to be ascribed the breaking 
out of hostilities between the United States 

troops and the Filipino military. 

Uprisings of the natives are coming to 
light in unexpected quarters. The men 
who have the direction of operations for 
national defense hope that when they 
secure peace it will be accompanied by 
advantages to both sides, consequent upon 


the determined resistance of the Filipino 
patriots. 

The Filipino Central Committee at Hong 
Kong, with authority to act for the gen- 
erals in command of the Filipino national 
forces, despatched to the President of the 
United States, Oct. 12 a dispassionate ap- 
peal worthy of the fair-minded considera- 
tion of the American people. 

The appeal makes an important acknowl- 
edgement on the part of the Filipinos, and 
at the same time offers suggestions for 
bringing about an honorable settlement 
of the difficulties that beset themselves, 
and which have cost the United States so 
much in blood and treasure.

PARIS, Oct. 19.—The Santos-Dumont air- 
ship ascended_at St. Cloud at 2:38 o’clock 
this morning, and five minutes afterward 
began to round the Eiffel Tower. 

Santos-Dumont completed his trip suc- 
cessfully, but a question has arisen as to 
whether it was done within the time limit, 
30 minutes. M. Deutsch says the aeronaut 
won the prize. The committee, however, 
declares M. Santos-Dumont took 30 minutes 
40 4-7 seconds to make the trip. 

The prize of 100,000f ($20,000), which M. 
Santos-Dumont has, won, was offered by M. 
Henri Deutsch, a French aeronaut, for a 
manageable balloon which can fly Jrom 
Suresnes around the Eiffel Tower ane ba-« 
in half an hour. , 

In a former trial Santos-Dumont round-@ 
the tower in nine minutes and 3 seconds, 
but his balloon collapsed before the journey 
was completed, the aeronaut narrowly es- 
caping death. 

Santos-Dumont is a Brazilian, born in 
1873. He made his first balloon ascension 
in 1897, and was one@of the first experts to 
abandon spherical for cylindrical balloons. 

The great point in this present test was 
to demonstrate that the aeronaut could 
steer his balloon, as a sailor steers a ship, 
forcing it to answer the guidance of his 


hand.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—The mica 
has been made that vast sums of money 
collected in the United States less than a 
year ago for the relief of famine sufferers 
in the district of Shensi, China, has gone 
no further than the pockets of Chinese of- 
clals, at the head of whom is Li Hung 
Chang. 

The China Times, a leading newspaper of 
the empire, makes the accusation direct. 
The Rt. Rev. Francis R. Graves, Episco- 
pal bishop of Shanghai, and the Rev. 
Joshua Kimber, secretary of the board of 
missions of the same church, both now in 
the city, voice the opinion that the charge 
made in the China Times is absolutely cor- 
rect. 

A part of the money was turned over to 
Chinese officials who started for the famine 
stricken district. Later an official pronunci- 
mento was issued announcing that the need 
for further relief was at an end. The next 
step of the officials is told in a paragraph 
published by the Shanghai News Press. It 
reads: 

“In consequence of the approaching re- 
turn of the court, his eminence, Li Hung 


Chang, has deputed six Pan Taoti to Shang- 
hai with orders to purchase various articles 
to be placed inside the palace of her majes- 
ty. the Dowager Empress. The money will 
be temporarily drawn from the famine re- 
lief fund, Shensi: province.”’
